Wentworth.

doubt World War II, with its compulsi 
for collaboration in a national unity throu 
endeavor to win a conflict greater than e 
before witnessed by mankind, has brought 
of us to realizing our interdependence and | 
sential need for better training and hig 
standards of conduct in our work to meet t 
unprecedented amount of essential constructi 


This has surely shaken any of those who a 
longer felt that architecture was merely an : 
or profession for the monied or leisurely grou; 
There is ample evidence that wider sections 
the American people who were indifferent 
the usefulness of the architect are now findi 
less hostility toward the profession and w 
are leaning more and more upon the traini 
and experience of the architect as we move c 
into a new era of social advance with its co 


licated needs, its properly housing the facilities 
equired, along with new devices being dis- 
overed and invented for human comfort and 
dequacy to meet the tasks of tomorrow. 


The isolation of the architect in the past and 
znorance of the laity can no longer be desired 


f we are to aid the future development of our 
tate and nation. 


The layman has not been fully informed as 
o what the architect was trying to do for him, 
either has the architect been fully aware of 
yhat the layman needs or wants in his building. 
lere is where we, as “Professional” men with 
real ability and talent to serve our fellow men 
an fill a needed gap, to not only provide the 
verage man with the best knowledge in physi- 
al performance of our structures, but to give 
hem something more than just a building— 
ome quality which will gain their present pride 
1 having built and knowing that what is built 
ill leave some inspiration to later generations 
ven as those who before our time, wrestling 
ith the problems of their day, founded new 
aths of sturdiness, usefulness, and beauty. 
Jever before in the history of New Hampshire 
ave so many talented and able men found a 
aven of employment in the field of architecture 
s the past two decades have provided. Few 
1en, particularly young men, in our profession 
yould ever think of laboring in our state:— 
Iow this has changed! 


Along with this change there has grown a 
ober realization that if our profession is to 
ttain its full appreciation before the laity, it 
iust be unified in its purpose and demand 
igher responsibility within its constituents. 
lo longer can sentimental individualism corrupt 
he esthetic standards of our architects and rob 
; of technical and social usefulness. 


Closer fellowship and broader exchange of 


knowledge was recognized when in the early 
thirties a New Hampshire Society of Arch- 
itects was organized. This society flourished 
and proved in its purpose, for through that so- 
ciety grew a constancy of friendship and under- 
standing which has culminated in two important 
epochs of architecture within our state, namely, 
the Architect's Registration Bill, which de- 
mands recognition of higher standards for 
training and experience within our profession, 
and, later, the convergence of the New Hamp- 
Shire Society of Architects into the larger field 
where the interests of architecture and of the 
profession generally are more effectively pro- 
tected in these days by becoming a Chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects. This is 
all to the good, for in some respects that or- 
ganization enjoys a privileged position. We 
earnestly trust that with these coveted priv- 
ileges our New Hampshire Chapter will always 
and fully appreciate its obligation to the general 
community or its responsibility in relation to 
kindred arts. The Institute has acquired an 
authority and prestige which should encourage 
us to promote more productive cooperation be- 
tween the architects of our state and aid any 
collective effort to help the building industry; 
constantly and actively contributing towards 
the welfare of all our allied arts and craftsmen.

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A Case for Functional 
Building 


Sponsors of new materials and new methoc 
of assembly proposed for sound permaner 
housing are finding it difficult to demonstrat 
the worth of their proposals and many will r 
quire considerable time before they can tak 
care of a larger percentage of housing construi 
tion than they now provide. However, in th 
light of present costs, it is imperative that the 
be given every opportunity to make their fulle: 
possible contribution. To this end the fun 
tional approach is recommended for complet 
development and adaptation to dwelling co! 
struction. 


The functional idea is to set forth the r 
quirements in such a manner that they ca 
be fulfilled in many ways. While practiced wit 
great success in other industries and in tl 
development of materials, it has not been con 
monly adopted in the production of constructic 
assemblies for dwellings. In this field tt 
specification idea still prevails, with requir 
ments so specific that they can be met only b 
the use of materials and assembly methoc 
actually described. 


The functional idea encourages progress; tk 
specification idea tends to retard progress ar 
to perpetuate traditional—sometimes ancient- 
ways of building. The functional idea for 
given piece of work cannot be expected in mar 
instances to replace a definite specification 
the purchaser desires certain products or coi 
struction. A man can still purchase a suit « 
selected material and tailoring at a higher pric 
even though a $40 suit is adequate for his nee 
and better fitted to his personal economy. Lik 
wise, the purchaser of a dwelling may buy-mo1 
than is necessary for his requirements, bi 
should not be forced beyond his ability to pa; 
If this freedom of choice is to prevail for hou: 
ing, an attempt must be made to set forth tk 
minimum requirements for a dwelling on 
functional basis. 


The development of complete, realistic, dow) 
to-earth functional requirements, suitable to i 
telligent administration by competent buildin 
officials, is an undertaking of tremendous si: 
and scope. However, the problem is less difficu 
with dwellings of one and two stories than wit 
industrial and commercial buildings. Sma 
dwelling construction which has grown up k 
trial and error, seldom receiving the expert a 
tention of competent engineering experience, 


1e ideal place to start. The Technical Staff of 
ie Housing and Home Finance Agency, to- 
ether with technicians of its constituent 
yencies, the Federal Housing Administration 
nd Public Housing Administration, has been 
nfronted for many years with the problem of 
aking determinations on the adequacy of new 
nd unusual materials and methods of construc- 
on. This experience has served to pointedly 
emonstrate the need for functional require- 
ents to assure uniform and intelligent ap- 
raisals of different and unfamiliar structures. 


In an attempt to describe and define the scope 

f the problem, there has been set down a list 
' 30 different characteristics which seem to be 
sential to an adequate dwelling house wall. 
gainst each characteristic there remains to be 
1t down in clear and concise terms a quant- 
ative requirement that is NOT EXCESSIVE, 
OT TOO LIBERAL, BUT REALISTIC. With 
le essential requirements stated in such a man- 
ar, the wall may be obtained by a variety of 
ructural methods with a multitude of dif- 
rent materials, whether wood, concrete, 
asonry, steel, aluminum, plastics, or any com- 
nation of these.

Need for New Agency 
“Pointed Our~ 


One of the bills which died when the legisla- 
ure adjourned on July 27 was House Bill 387. 
nitiated by Governor Adams and intended to 
e administered by the Planning and Develop- 
ient Commission, its purpose was to set up a 
upervisory, inspecting and coordinating agency 
or all state construction other than highways 
nd including alterations. The need for such 
n agency was pointed up by the “Story-Cote 
ase” but the bill never even had a hearing, 
s it was crowded out by revenue and budget 
roblems. 


The Planning and Development Commission 
ought and received the active participation of 
he N. H. Chapter, A. I. A., through its Execu- 
ive Committee, in preparing the bill. Although 
n appropriation is required to put it into effect, 
; is probable that the State would save sub- 
tantial, though perhaps not obvious, sums of 
Yoney if the bill should be adopted at the next 
ession of the legislature. Other foreseeable 
esults are a fairer distribution of state work 
o practicing architects and a larger share of 
t to New Hampshire architects. For all of these 
easons, this bill should receive the strong sup- 
ort of the profession in this State.

Through the efforts of N. O. Whitford, Land 
Engineer of the New Hampshire Highway De- 
partment, after more than 200 engineers of the 
state had expressed interest in the formation 
of a Society of Engineers to include representa- 
tives from all classes of engineers, land sur- 
veyors' and persons interested in engineering, 
a meeting, with 96 present, was held at Concord 
recently.

CONSTRUCTION HOLDING 
OWN IN GRANITE STATE 


Construction gains in the State of New 
Hampshire for manufacturing, educational and 
icience, public and religious building, for the 
irst six months of 1949, were reported this 
nonth by F. W. Dodge Corporation. 


At the same time the Dodge Corporation also 
'eported that awards for residential building 
n the State increased 33 percent over the first 
ialf of 1948. Total amount of the residential 
juilding hit a new high of $2,999,000, the re- 
ort stated. 


Apartment house awards were up 133 per- 
‘ent, single family houses built to owners’ or- 
lers for their own occupancy were up 17 per- 
ent, and single-family houses built by opera- 
jve builders for sale or rent increased 67 
ercent. 


A decline in construction awards were noted 
)y the corporation in nonresidential building, 
while public works and utilities awards also 
showed a decline for the first half of the cur- 
'ent year, the report continued.

NEW HAMPSHIRE CHAPTER PROUD 
OF ITS HOUSTON EXHIBIT

The residence illustrated is the year round 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Hervey Kent of Hampton 
Falls, N. H. Originally an old milk farm of wood 
construction, it has undergone many changes 
since it was purchased by the present owner and 
its size approximately doubled. 


The major portion of the house is now of 
brick, painted white. and accented by white 
louvred shutters which blend nicely and cast 
subtle shadows on the main facades. 


The ground floor plan consists of a large liv- 


ing room, entrance hall with vestibule and po 
der room, dining room, library, kitchen, dinii 
terrace, summer room, kennel room and two-c 
garage. 


The living room is on the east side of t| 
house occupying the entire width. Its col 
scheme is gray and yellow with white woo 
work. A beautiful fireplace mantel from : 
old Colonial mansion in Portsmouth is the pri 
cipal architectural feature of this room. T 
main hall runs from front to back of the hou 
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ith a Dutch door opening onto the gardens. 
he entrance vestibule of Georgian period is 
anelled, finished in white and has black and 
hite marble tile floor. 


The powder room is treated harmoniously 
ith the vestibule, with a color scheme of black 
alls and white trim. The dining room is pa- 
ered above the dado with a floral Chinese 
aper. The north wall is accented by a fireplace 
anked by two deeply recessed china closets with 
jid panelled arch topped doors. 


The library is panelled from floor to ceiling 
nd painted a gray-blue of fairly deep tone with 
angings of deep wine red damask. The entire 
idth of the exterior wall of this room is taken 
p by a low window with glass from floor to ceil- 
ig. This feature, is also true of the living 
)om. 

Opening off the kitchen, and elevated a few 
eps above the garden level, is a covered din- 
ig terrace, paved with stone, and bordered by 
wrought iron railing. The columns are hid- 
on, more or less, by a very fine old wisteria 
ine. An Italian wall fountain is also an attrac- 
ve feature, with its musical notes of trickling 
ater and bell-like basins for gay flowers. 


At the west end of the dining terrace is the 
immer room, a cool retreat with walls and 
irniture carried out in oyster white and pale 
ellow. A two-car garage and kennel room com- 
lete the assembly of the first floor plan. 


The second floor contains four bedrooms with 


baths and dressing rooms and a small living 
room with kitchenette. The servants' rooms are 
in the ell. 


A large room is finished off on the third floor 
in a Spanish atmosphere and contains some 
very fine specimens of Costillion furniture, 
brought from Spain some years ago by the 
owner. 


The house is heated by a two-pipe steam sys- 
stem with oil-fired boiler. 


This house is situated in one of the most de- 
lightful sections of the apple orchard region 
of southern New Hampshire. It is further 
enhanced by noble old rock maple trees, most 
fortunately located on each side of the house. 


The lawns besides being beautifully main- 
tained are given added interest by being at dif- 
ferent levels and terraced by rock wall wales 
of flat moss-covered stone. The gardens on the 
north side are also at different levels separated 
by low parapet stone walls. The enclosing | 
boundaries of the gardens are yew hedges with 
inner plantings of white rhododendrons. The 
color scheme of the planting throughout is one 
of green and white. 


The general effect of the house from any 
viewpoint is that of quiet richness and am- 
plitude. It bespeaks the taste of the owners 
who occupy it throughout the year and delight 
in the peaceful atmosphere of its surroundings, 
so conducive to the many outdoor activities they 


indulge in.

MINIMUM WAGE LAW NOT 
APPLICABLE TO SCHOOL 
CONSTRUCTION 


The Concord Monitor recently discovers 
that several municipal construction jobs wei 
being carried on in violation of the State min 
mum wage law. This law, Chapter 214, revise 
N. H. laws, was passed in 1942 but very fe 
local officials were found who were aware of i 
existence. It is probable that a great mar 
roads and buildings have been built, and aj 
being built now, without complying with th 


law. 

Any law which is so widely violated and whi 
is not enforced even when violations are broug] 
to the attention of public officials, should 1 
taken off the statute books. But until the 
those who are responsible for the planning 
public works should familiarize themselves wi! 
its requirements. It applies to all publie wor! 
undertaken by “the State of New Hampshir 
a county, or a town."

It is well established that there is no 
istinction between towns and cities in legisla- 
on of this type as they are merely two dif- 
rent forms of municipal government. How- 
rer, an incorporated school district is a 
parate legal entity, often comprising several 
wns or sometimes only part of a town. This 
eing so, if it had been intended that school- 
ouse construction be regarded as a “public 
orks” for the purposes of the minimum wage 
w, the law would have so stated, as could have 
sen done very easily. Therefore, the law does 
ot apply to incorporated school districts. 


Other essential points are as follows: 


(1) ‘The state, county or town must apply 
) the labor commissioner for a determination 
f minimum wages for the various types of la- 
or to be employed. 


(2) This minimum wage schedule must be 
entioned in advertising for bids. 


(3) The minimum wage schedule must be 
ade a part of the construction contract. 


(4) The contractor must post this wage 
'hedule in a conspicuous place at site of the
